The Middle East, geographi- 
cally, largely is the Arabian pen- 
insula. Saudi Arabia, Yemen, 
Bahrein, Masgqat anc Oman, the 
Aden Colony and protectorate, 
Cyprus, Egypt, Jordan, Iran, 
Iraq, Lebanon, Ara b-Palestine, 
Israel, Sudan, Syria and Turkey 
generally are recognized as its 
membership. 

In area it is about 3,731,000 
square miles. 

Its political range is from 
democracies such as Israel and 
Turkey to absolute monarchies, 
as in Saudi Arabia and Jor- 
dan. Between republics and 
democracies are oligarchies con- 
ducted by a handful of wealthy 
families, such as Syria, Iran, 
Iraq. Egypt, formerly a mon- 
archy, now is a military dic- 
tatorship. 

Its ‘‘geography” basically is 
a great semi-circular ridge of 
mountains and their valleys, 
forming roughly the interior of 
Turkey and Iran, supported by 
the Persian Gulf and the Meso- 
potamian and Syrian plains from 
the plateau of Arabia. This pla- 
teau slopes up to the highlands 
overlooking the Gulf of Aden | 
and the Red Sea. On the other 
side of these are the Red Sea 
hills. and Egyptian plains.

RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 9 (#—Vir- 
ginia voters gave an emphatic push 
today to a plan aimed at prevent- 
ing compulsory mixing of the races 
in public schools. 

By a margin of more than 2-1 
they directed the General Assem- 
bly to call a convention to amend 
the state canstitution so state mon- 
ey may be used for tuition grants 
in private nonsectarian schools. 

A number of sections*chalked up 
record votes in a statewide turnout 
surpassed only by the 620,000 re- 
corded by the Eisenhower landslide 
in Virginia in 1952. It was a deci- 
sive go-ahead for the first step on a 
plan recommended by a study com- 
mission that includes pupil assign- 
ment for reasons other than race 
as well as the tuition grants. 


EXCEEDS PREDICTION

Gov. Thomas B. Stanley hailed 
the result as something “of tre- 
mendous assistance’’ to the Legis- 
lature in dealing with school prob- 
lems. 

The tuition grant plan was a 
key recommendation of Stanley's 
Commission on Public Education 
headed by State Sen. Garland 
Gray of Waverly. Under the “‘lo- 
cal option”’’ proposal, grants 
would be made available to par- 
ents who object to sending their 
children to racially integrated 
schools, 

Another principal recommenda- 
tion of the commission, composed 
of 32 state legislators, calls for 
an “‘assignment plan” under 
which local school authorities 
would be empowered to assign 
pupils to schools on various 
grounds other than race. It comes 
before the General Assembly 
which convenes Wednesday.

Make Haste Slowly 
On This Question 


Word from the state capitol is that 
the administration plans to go slow on 
pushing the nullification principle, a 
device being proposed as a means of 
maintaining segregation. 

This seems a wise decision. At best the 
idea a state may nullify a decision by 
the Supreme Court can be nothing more 
than a delaying action. It might prove 
effective enough to produce a substantial 
delay of a good many months. But that a 
state can nullify a constitutional decision 
by the court, while an untested theory, 
cannot be accepted as a valid possibility. 

If states could refuse to accept any 
and all decisions by the court which did 
not meet with their approval, the proc- 
esses of government soon would dlsin- 
tegrate. 

The administration is wise to 
the slow sign. 

The problem, involving the future of 
public education in Georgia, is one which 
will affect generations unborn. Monday’s 
news is encouraging if it means the 
complex and emotional problem is to be 
faced and discussed calmly. 

Every parent with a child or 
dren to educate is entitled to a calm, 
judicious debate. So are the industrial 
and religious interests of the state whose 
future also will be affected by whatever 
decision is made.

Suitable ‘Press Gallery’ 


Is a Sound Proposal 


Georgia’s Senate yesterday introduced 
a sound resolution calling upon the Rules 
Committee to provide a “suitable” press 
gallery for the newspapers of the state 
which cover its proceedings. The resolu- 
tion was introduced with high and sincere 
praise for the press by Sens. Harrison and 
Millican and others affirmed it. 

The idea is, said the resolution, to 
eliminate as much confusion as possible 
on the floor. It will not go into effect 
until next year. 

It is a good idea. We assume the 
House will, as it should, follow suit as 
soon as a study can be made and plans 
provided. 

Since newspapers, radio and TV are 
all concerned, we would like to point 
out to the committees: which will work 
out the plans that the Senate and House 
press galleries in Washington are close 
by the speaker’s stand in each House. 
In the Georgia House chamber, for ex- 
ample, the existing public galleries are 
too far away to permit accurate coverage 
by the press. 

Since the press galleries will not be 
ready or required before next January, 
there is ample time to do a good. job. 

Jut the idea is a good one and we 
endorse it. 

There would be even less confusion 
when 1957 arrives if, with the press in its 
galleries, all unauthorized personnel could 
be kept off the floor of both houses, 
especially the lobbyists who annually are 
such a plague.

Mr. € ravey’s Proposal 
Has One Good Aspect 


Zack Cravey, whose office is in charge 
of enforcement of the Georgia Industrial 
Loan Act, says in a letter to the gov- 
ernor he 4s willing for the law to be 
administered by some other agency but 
urges that no changes be made in it for 
at least one more year. 

This brought a rejoinder from Sen. 
Everett Millican, of Fulton, that the offer 
was “the opening gun to try to see that 
no amendments are made to the law at 
this legislative session.” 

Mr. Millican may have made a rather 
excellent guess of the commissioner’s 
motives. At any rate, Mr. Cravey’s best 
Suggestion is that some other agency— 
or a new agency set-up for that purpose— 
be named to administer the law. The 
Commissioner of Insurance and _ just 
about everything else has far too many 
regulatory agencies under his control— 
more in fact than any one man reasonably 
could handle. 

It has been conceded by everybody— 
including reputable small loan. firms— 
that a uniform law governing the field is 
necessary. Such a law should permit 
reputable firms to stay in business while 
eliminating the unscrupulous operators 
from the small loan and consumer finance 
field. 

It is admitted that small loan firms 
charge justifiably higher interest rates 
than banks because their costs are higher. 
Costs of investigating an applicant for a 
loan of $100 sometimes run as high as 
for a $1,000 loan made by a bank. 
Collection costs are also in that proportion 
and losses are high. 

But as pointed out by Sol. Gen. Paul 
Webb of Fulton County and Sén. Millican, 
_ it could not have been the intent of the

Legislature to permit lenders to become 
agents for unlimited tie-in sales of high- 
insurance as some of them have 
become. Others sell limited amounts and 
some none at all.

The lenders themselves admitted when 
the law was passed that it was a “start” 
in a field that badly needed regulating. 
If such amendments are needed, now is 
the time to consider them. A workable 
regulatory agency certainly is needed— 
an agency independent of political pres- 
sures as Mr. Cravey’s office certainly 
is not.

Ike Offers to Farmers 
A ‘New Deal’ Package 


President Eisenhower's farm message, 
read to Congress Monday, must have de- 
lighted all the more rabid New Dealers 
of the 30s. 

The chief plank in it is Henry Wal- 
lace’s old soil bank -plan. Under it the 
farmers would be paid to leave land idle. 
This idea of that era was declared un- 
constitutional by the U.S. Supreme Court. 

The President calmly repudiates the 
old Benson plan without so much as 
mentioning it had been marked for the 
wastebasket. The total bill for relief of 
sagging farm incomes would add up to 
more than a billion dollars. The items 
listed for “relief” include gasoline tax 
refunds and other aids which will make 
the more radical New Dealers. gnash 
their teeth in envy. 

Many of the items are lifted from the 
Democratic blueprints and they under- 
standably are upset about it. 

The soil bank plan will not work to 
reduce surpluses unless it takes into 
account the fact that use of fertilizers, 
new and more prolific seeds—especially 
the hybrids—allow for doubling produc- 
tion on less acreage. 

The billion-dollar New Deal farm 
message was more than anything else an 
admission that a President will be elected 
next November.

Shakespeare, Marlowe, 


Or Might It Be Bacon? 


Scholars still are rattling old, old 
bones in an effort to prove the plays and 
verse of William Shakespeare were writ- 
ten by somebody else. 

There are the Baconites and the Mar- 
loweites, each positive that their entry was 
the true author and Shakespeare himself 
just a front man. 

Those who believe all those: enduring 
lines were written by Francis Bacon have 
been fairly quiet of late, but the backers 
of Christopher Marlowe have been ex- 
ceedingly active. 

Their most recent move was to obtain 
permission to open the tomb of Thomas 
Walsingham, an Elizabethan patron of: the 
arts and of Marlowe in particular. Their 
theory is that Walsingham arranged the 
deal by which Shakespeare posed as the 
author of Marlowe’s works. Their hope 
is that in the tomb is evidence of what 
may be history’s greatest literary hoax. 

Permission to disturb the tomb was 
granted by the Diocese of Rochester only 
after the Marloweites presented their case. 
Briefly it is this: The witty and brilliant 
Marlowe was not killed in a tavern brawl 
as history would have it. The victim was 
another man but Kalsingham and his 
friends pretended that it was Marlowe in 
order to protect the poet from the queen's 
government which suspected him of 
treason. 

Officially dead, but very much alive, 
Marlowe continued to produce plays and 
verse. A down-on-his-luck hack from 
»tratford-on-Avon was hired to palm off 
Marlowe's works as his. Thus Shake- 
speare gained the reputation as one of the 
greatest masters of English ever to live. 
Marlowe presumably died quietly under 
an alias, and the fame which ‘should be 
his belongs to another. 

All this is interesting, but no longer 
of consequence to the men whose reputa- 


tions are involved. And after all these 
years it would take direct word from 
them to change public opinion in the 
matter,

Western Europe's Economy 


Is Matching U.S. Boom. 


The continued economic 


boom 


in the United States is being 


matched by our friends in Western Europe. This area has made an 
amazing recovery that is all the more remarkable when it is remem- 
bered that only a decade ago it was torn and trampled by war. 


Latest United Nations figures 
show that Western Europe’s indus- 
trial production today is a full 
70 per cent above prewar levels. 
In Germany production is up 9% 
per cent over the 1936-38 average. 
Gains over the same period include 
96 per cent for Denmark, 93 per 
cent for Sweden, Netherlands 9 
per cent, Norway 92 per cent, 
Italy 91 per cent, France 69 per 
cent, England 51 per cent. 

Perhaps an even more impres- 
sive picture of Western Europe's 
boom is gained by a look at 1in- 
creased production of steel. The lat- 
est total figures are for 1954 and 
have been exceeded in the year 
just ending. 

England, for Instance, has. al- 
most doubled its steel production 
over 1988—from 11.6 million § tons 
to 20.7 millions 

German steel production in 1954 
was slightly below 1938 totals, but 
France jumped from 9.6 million 
tons to 14,7, Italy from 2.9 to 4.6 
and Sweden from 1 to 2. 

Take automobiles and_ trucks. 
Britain expected to produce 1,200,- 
000 in 1955, 20 per cent above 
1954.and almost three times 1938's 
total. Germany made 216,000 autos 
and trucks in 1938 and more than 
three ‘times that» many last year, 
France turned out 600,000 cars and 
trucks last year, three times pre 
war production, 

The United Nations, using 1948 
as a base equal to 100, reports that 
in 1938 Western European indus- 
trial production was 106 and by 
mid-1955 the figure reached 182. 

The Western free world, then, is 


booming. Trade is improving. 
Competition is sharpening. The 
basic strength of our allies—in- 
dustrial production—is growing. 


This adds to the security of us all.

strongest emotions of the human syste 
love has the power to destroy fear. 


Physicians today tell us that 
from 50 to 75 per cent of all of 
our sicknesses is caused by our 
emotions. Emotion is simply the 
ability to feel. Keep telling yourself 
that you feel sick and you will be 
sick. If you are ‘sick more than 
half of the time your sickness will 
be cured simply by convincing 
yourself that you feel well. 

We have physical bodies and we 
have feelings or emotions. Basic- 
ally all of our emotions are good 
but if any of them get out of con- 
trol then they are bad. 


There are four main groups of 
destructive emotions. Actually 
even these emotions are good as 
long as we can control them but 
when we let them get out of hand 
they make us sick in many ways. 
There is the fear group including 
anxiety, worry and apprehension. 

Anger is the father of another 
group of destructive emotions.

West Mr. Eisenhower stressed his 
determination to respond to the 
“human needs’’ of the nation. 
These needs are reflected in his 
proposals dealing with aid to edu- 
cation, improved minimum wage 
law, widened coverage for old-age 
pensions, medical research, health 
re-insurance, public housing, high- 
ways and child welfare. 

The Republican members of 
Congress should not be surprised 
and the Democratic members of 
Congress should not be dismayed 
by the President’s legislative budg- 
et.

Both parties will be on trial be- 
fore the election-year voters as 
Mr. Eisenhower's legislative pro- 
gram goes onto the slow-moving 
congressional assembly line. The 
President doesn’t say that his ver- 
sion of a bill is the only suitable 
version. What worries the Demo- 
crats is that they can oppose the 
President only at the gravest po- 
litical risk and can support the 
President only at the risk of con- 
ceding him much of the credit. 

Those Republicans who have 
been reluctant in the past to go 
along with the President’s ‘“‘hu- 
manitarian” legislation are equal- 
ly on the spot. They know that 
they are driving nails into the cof- 
fin of their own party by opposi- 
tion to the Eisenhower program— 
and the elections are frightfully

“It is disturbing that in some 
localities allegations persist that 
Negro citizens are being deprived 
of their right to vote and are like- 
wise being subjected to unwar- 
ranted economic pressures.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9—After a preview showing of the cream 
of silk fashions chosen from ‘the spring and summer lines of 
many designers, the New York couture press shows began indi- 
vidual designer shows ‘Monday morning. 

One highlighting feature of the international silk preview was 
the showing of silk costumes being worn in the movie ‘The 
Swan.”’ The movie is now being filmed with Grace Kelly as the 
star. MGM had the gowns flown to New York especially for the 
occasion. 

The first showing on Monday morning was the Harry Frechtel 
collection of coats and suits for spring. It was pointed out in 
this collection that the coat length in suits generally runs from 
20 to 25 inches, with the majority being in the shorter lengths. 
SLEEVE LENGTH 

Almost without fail the sleeve length in suit jackets is three- 
quarter in collections shown thus far. The waistline in jackets has 
been eased. There are many boxed jackets with the little boy 
look, and a spattering of bolero jackets. 

Skirts are straight for the most part with kick or inverted 
pleats to make walking a little easier, When skirts are full they 
most often get their fullness by means of deep inverted pleatings 
all around, which gives the skirt a more slimmed-down look than 
simply gathering the fullness. 

Frechtel, as the other designers, featured many costume 
suits. And more often than in the past few years the skirt, blouse 
and jacket matches. Whether it is in a tweed or a solid color the 
blouse will be of the same material as the skirt. 

Fabric plays a big role in the Frechtel collection. Silk is com- 
bined with almost everything... cotton, wool and synthetics 

. giving all fabrics a crispness and wonderful texture inter- 
est. Many fabrics have taken on three-dimensional quality. Silk 
tweeds will be one of your most important spring fabrics.

The Paul Parnes collection, designed by Beni Claire, is very 
suit-minded to the point that what might be called a dress looks 
like a suit because he will add a bolero jacket that strikes the 
shoulder blades in length. 

In fact, a new high has been hit in the costume that can be 
worn many ways. One model came out wearing the petite jacket 

backwards, and no one would have known the difference if the 
commentator hadn't called attention to it. 

But this is no reflection on Paul Parnes’ clothes. So much 
of the trimming, such as bows, buttons and flaps, is being put 
on the back side of clothes by all designers for this spring and 
summer that until women grow accustomed to it they'll all prob- 
ably have a tendency to turn things around. 

Parnes gives his ¢lothes many unusual touches. Many of his 
dresses and suits employ crisp and airy organdy over-collars and 
cuffs. Sometimes the oOrgandy is pleated. He uses little tabs or 
flaps on the sleeves and repeats them on the front of the jacket. 
And a great many of his,suits and dresses have various intriguing 
little details, subtly, but definitely, drawing attention to bodice 
shaping. 

TABBED FOLDS 

Tabbed folds of fabric, curving bands, rhinestone and pearl 
pins, and ¢rescent pockets are seen on dresses, and sometimes 
as a link between the dress and its jacket. 

Prints get free rein in this collection, from dresses to suit- 
ensembles to long coat ensembles. One .of these, a wide-neck 
sheath dress in a royal blue dappled silk, Ras a straight royal 
blue wool coat lined with the fabric of the dress.

You’d never suspect the Russians of naivete, but one of the 
most novel stories I’ve run across lately makes our Red friends 
sound like a bunch of starry-eyed little dreamers. 

An Fstonia-born lieutenant at Ft. Benning, who escaped from 
his native land with his parents in 1943, has been “‘invited’”’ by 
the Russian Gemmunists to come back and “‘serve a reduced

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sentence for crimes against Russia. 
In effect the Reds are saying, ‘‘Dear Son, come home and 
get your head bashed in.” 
John Gause of the Benning public information office talked 
to Second Lt. Juri Toomepuu (pronounced Yu-di Tom-a-pu) about 
the matter. 


“Lt. Toomepuu’s reaction to the surprise letter,’’ reported 
Gause, ‘“‘was all-American. He said, ‘Phooey!’ ” 

In the first place the young officer was but 13 when he and 
his parents and two other children left Estonia. They fled to 
Sweden where they lived three years and where he joined the 
Swedish merchant fleet as a seaman and eventually worked his 
way to America. He didn’t have the foggiest idea what his crime 
against Russia could be. 


“T suspect it is high treason,” he suggested cheerfully. ‘“‘T 
hépe so, anyway.” 

The letter from the Russians accused Toomepuu of “‘living in 
miserable conditions as a slave of a capitalist regime.” But 
oddly enough the young Officer, who is on active duty as a Na- 
tional Gnardsman from New York and who received his com- 
mission after serving in Korea, is very well satisfied with the 
horrible conditions in this capitalistic regime. 

“I’m going to remain a soldier in this regime because Amer- 
ica is a great country ... and because I want to be a soldier 
when the Communists are run out of Estonia,’’ he told Gause. 

When he completes his infantry course in February he ex- 
i ES. | * pects to return to City College of New York to complete a final 
bed % * semester in political science. 

Although he is content with conditions in his adopted capital- 
istic country, the young Estonian cannot forget his native coun- 
try. His father-in-law, also an Estonian who now makes his home 
in Oregon, also received an ‘“‘invitation’’ from the Russians and, 
like Toomepuu will ignore it. 

Except there’s this about it. Such letters will inevitably bring 
back memories of the little Baltic country and sharpen the de- 
tails of the long-ago Communist encirclement and the flight by 
night to a strange land. Their new lives, no matter how happy, 
can’t wipe out all the old: memories and old loyalties. 


The young officer now in Georgia hopes some day to see a 
rebirth of his tiny homeland. He believes that Americans, when 
they become aware of conditions in Russia, will want to help 
Estonia regain her freedom. 

Gause asked him if he felt it would be safe to give the facts of 
his life to newspapers, realizing the possibility of reprisals against 
Toomepuu’s relatives still behind the Iron Curtain. 

Toomepuu’s reply was the most poignant comment of all on 
the Russian letter. 

*‘No,”’ he said, “‘they are all dead.”’
